It is a stiff indictment Mr. Wells makes, but as 
for the truthfulness of his assertions, Mr. Dowling 
is qu*ted in reply: 
“Any Idnd of reasonahle investigation of 14 or 
Inore 
white’ counties of 
Alabama 
would 
fully 
establish, so far as our state is concerned, the truth 
which Mr. Wells asserts; and nearly every county 
could furnish some horrible examples of the kind of 
school to which he referp- little meojt, insignificant, 
barnlike huts, unkept, usually 
unpainted, 
poorly 
lighted, without teaching equipment, with no touch 
of art or beauty, without everything, in fact, that 
Jris any degree of uplift, usually placed on a small 
and undesirable piece of land for economy’s sake, 
a piece of land which promptly ‘grow* up* in weeds 
and shrubs as another tribute to economy of money 
and effort. 
This is still entirely too commonly the 
rm al district school so far as property is concern­ 
ed; and, 
addest of all, such a school perforce is 
usually in charge of the least prepared teacher— 
*the needy young woman,’ as Mr. Wells puts it— 
rather than under the control of a maturo, tr lined 
and able teacher. 
To make m atters worse, such a 
school is open for the fewest school days mentioned 
in official reports of the counties for any year.” 
Mr. Dowling's assertions cannot 
be 
dismissed 
lightly. 
His charges cannot be “taken with a grain 
of salt” for he knows whereof he speaks. Few men 
in Alabama have the same knowledge cf school con­ 
ditions lit this state as he has. 
For sometime he 
was secretary of the Alabama Educational Associ­ 
ation and the fight he is waging now, is not a new 
one by any means for ^tn . 
Much progress has been made in recent years in 
the building up of the schools within the cities; the 
establishment of Die county high schools was an­ 
other great factor in 
development, 
considerable 
money has been spent in raising the standards of 
the university, Auburn and the normal schools.

is ended, they, many times, leave off their efforts 
as much befuddled as informed concerning the eter­ 
nal verities, they throw aside their excellent and 
somewhat used textbooks, they spend the bulk of 
the year in stern labor oh THe farm or in unorganir.

This is a tragic picture Mr. Dowling paints, but 
who will dare to say he overdraw*» it? 
While Ala­ 
bama in almost every other public undertaking has 
kept a rapid stride in progress, her rural schools 
have been neglected . . . and they will continue to 
be neglected, unless newspapers like the Daily and 
citizens like Mr. Dowling continue to remind law­ 
makers of the necessity for a change. 
Long before the democratio primary, The Daily 
urged that all of the people and especially those who 
dwell in rural districts require pledges of all can­ 
didates for state office that the rural 
schools 
no 
longer would be forced to wait while money 
was 
spent for nearly every other purpose.

paper was not alone in this work by any means, but 
the fact remains that, in most cases, such pledges 
were given.

for, while more prominent sections of the edu­ 
cational system receive attention due, while new 
bureaus and welfare agencies are set up, while 
demagogues use them as a ladder for h selfish 
climb, and while all sorts of perfectly 
worthy 
enterprises are launched. The point is that they 
wait—for a decent school building ánd 
equip- J 
ment, for an adequate length of term, for 
* 
trained teacher. 
The state has suggested to 
them an education but has not got back to the 
job of providing it in anything like 
modern 
terms. 
This real, fundamental job must wait. 
They go right ahead and grow up without hav­ 
ing their equal chance and then the state finds 
new troubles bn its hands. 
They are still waiting; and there are some 
who hope that some day perhaps a Daniel will 
come to judgment, a state adm inistration will 
deliberately and positively say to every other 
cause or interest, no m atter how weighty 
or 
worthy it may be, “Just stand outside now for 
a while, please. 
Here are my little children* 
and I'm going to take care of them first.” 
The Daily sincerely trusts that Mr. 
Dowling’s 
criticism will apply only to the past, and will not 
apply to the future. 
The Daily believes that Gov­ 
ernor-elect Graves and the new legislature is going 
to do something for the rural schools of Alabama. 
This has been promised-and public sentiment will 
demand that the promises be fulfilled. 
The rural 
schools, no longer are to be forced always to WAIT. 
They are coining into their own.

OT long ago I wrote something about detach­ 
m ent of the retina. 
In this article it was 
stated that operative measures may be neces­ 
sary. 
Since ita publication I have had letters from 
everywhere making inquiry about the operation and 
its hope of relieving the condtfon. 
Unless the retina retain* its normal position in 
the eye there can be no vision. 
At least, the sight 
will be distorted and impairéd. 
The retina is like the glass at the back of the 
camera. 
Upon this the picture is focused. 
Unless 
the photographic plate is located exactly in this 
field, the picture is blurred or not made at all. 
The retina is a thin, delicate membrane, loosely 
attached to the structures back of it. 
It Is sup­ 
ported and held in this position by the “vitreous 
humor,” the jelly-like and transparent substance 
filling the chamber of the^eye. 
If something happens to lessen the pressure of the vitreous humor; 
or to break up the rather feeble attachments holding the retina, that 
m em brane may fall aw ay. Then Jt+

drops Jnto the "bottom of tfce eye. 
This serious trouble is called detach­ 
ment of the retina. 
A blow on the eyeball may produce 
bleeding, even though It be slight 
bleeding, back of the retina. The 
blood spread* out as It does under 
the finger nail when It is tatjisrod. 
This causes the retina to be pusbeff 
away from It* bed and. if the bleed­ 
ing is extensive enough, may result 
fh partial or complete detachm ent 
You can see th at a small growth 
in this region m ight push the retina 
out of place. 
Detachment is some­ 
time* due to a trouble of this so rt 
W hether the delicate membrane 
can b^ replaced depend* on the cause 
and 
a ls o / upon 
its 
being treateK 
ta rly enough. 
Itest in bed has given 
relief in a very few cases, but unless 
rather heroic measure* are employed 
tr'tttm e n t is likely to fall. 
An em inent English eye surgeon, 
»^r. Treacher Coilins. of the London 
Ophthalm ic Hospital, made use of 
the electro-cautery In these cases. 
For this purpose a needle-Ilke cau­ 
tery point was employed, 
ft was 
heated, not to a white beat, but to a 
cherry red- 
T he outside soft tissues of the eye 
were incised and separated. The cau­ 
tery w as perm itted to sear Its way 
through the tough envelope of the 
eyeball and into the space back of 
the retina. 
This perm itted the im­ 
prisoned fluids to escape and also s**t 
up 
enough 
Inflamm ation 
to bind 
down 
the 
retina, 
retaining it la 
place.
